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TULIPS 


For  spectacular  effect  few  if  any  flowers  ecpial  tlu' 
Tulips.  Their  wonderful  range  of  colors  embraces  almost 
every  hue  with  the  exc-eptiou  of  the  true  blues  and  that 
is  approached  by  some  of  the  newer  Darwins.  Thousands 
of  visitors  come  to  the  farm  to  see  the  show  at  tulip 
time — four  acres  of  beautiful  color.  You  will  be  welcome 
ami  will  tind  it  the  best  time  to  select  the  varieties  you 
prefer. 

Tulips  should  be  planted  in  September  or  October  for 
best  results.  We  find  earlier  planting  gives  better  re¬ 
sults  than  late,  although  in  this  climate  tnlips  can  be 
planted  as  late  as  December.  While  a  great  part  of  the 
size  of  the  blooms  is  determined  by  the  bulbs  planted  it 
is  nevertheless  essential  that  the  bulbs  be  provided  with  a 
liberal  supply  of  plant  food.  Bonemeal  is  always  recom¬ 
mended  but  we  prefer  a  balanced  plant  food  such  as 
Vigoro.  Cover  the  bulbs  about  four  inches  and  if  the 
winter  is  severe  mulch  with  straw  or  dry  leaves  after  the 
ground  has  frozen.  Lift  the  bulbs  every  year  when  the 
leaves  are  turning  yellow.  Dry  carefully.  Do  not  expose 
the  bulbs  to  the  sun  or  wind.  Clear  off  all  old  skins,  roots, 
etc.,  and  reset  again  in  the  fall. 

A  number  of  our  customers  have  reported  good  suc¬ 
cess  in  keeping  moles  and  mice  away  by  mixing  some  flake 
naphthalene  in  the  ground  near  the  bulbs.  We  do  not 
guarantee  it  but  it  is  worth  trying  if  you  are  troubled 
with  these  rodents. 

DARWIN  TULIPS 

These  strong,  long  stemmed,  Tulips  are  highly  recom¬ 
mended  for  garden  decoration  and  for  cut  flowers.  Groups 
of  them  planted  in  the  herbaceous  border  and  among  shrub¬ 
bery  are  very  effective.  They  bloom  two  or  three  weeks 
after  the  Early  Tulips,  at  the  same  time  as  the  Breeder  and 
Cottage  Tulips,  and  are  usually  planted  with  the  latter 
types.  The  Cottage  Tulips  are  especially  needed  to  supply 
the  shades  of  yellow  and  the  Breeder  Tulips  for  the 
bronze,  brown  and  unusual  blended  colors. 

By  choosing  from  the  varieties  marked  (E)  “early,” 
(W)  “mid-season,”  and  (L)  “late”  the  blooming  season  can 
be  greatly  extended.  This  classification  should  be  watched 
when  wanting  varieties  to  bloom  at  the  same  time  although 
there  is  a  gi'eat  deal  of  over-lapping  among  the  divisions.

It  is  in  this  group  that  some  of  the  clear  bright  colors 
are  found  which  are  lacking  in  the  Darwin  and  Breeder 
groups.  Particularly  are  the  pure  yellows  very  fine.  Some 
of  the  red  and  orange  varieties  are  intensely  vivid,  making 
the  most  striking  sort  of  bedding  material.  Other  sorts, 
John  Ruskin  for  example,  have  delicate  combinations  of 
several  shades.  Many  varieties  have  long  pointed  flowers 
with  slender  stems  that  make  very  graceful  cut-flowers. 
However  others,  like  Mrs.  Moon  and  the  new  hybrid  tulip 
Dido,  have  stems  as  tall  and  stiff  as  a  Darwin  tulip.  Quite 
a.  number  have  a  delicious  fragrance.  We  find  the  Cottage 
Tulips  very  popular  with  visitors  viewing  our  plantings 
at  blossom  time.

HYACINTHS 

Each  year  we  have  a  greater  demand  for  our  good 
healthy  acclimatized  hyacinths.  This  year  we  have  in¬ 
creased  our  stocks  and  reduced  the  prices.

If  the  soil  is  heavy  insure  drainage  by 
placing  a  handful  of  sand  under  each  bulb.  Hyacinths 
require  richer  soil  than  most  bulbs  and  if  yours  is  lean  add 
some  thoroughly  rotted  manure  or  a  good  plant  food  like 
Vigoro.  For  forcing  see  directions  on  page  20.

NARCISSI- 

DAFFODILS 

None  of  the  biilhs  bring  to  us  the  same  feeling  of 
pleasure  that  the  narcissi  do.  While  they  are  not  as  showy 
as  the  tulips  and  hyacinths,  their  beauty  is  more  satisfying 
and  lasting.  Each  year  ^\e  add  to  our  collection  some  of 
the  outstanding  newer  sorts.  Watching  for  them  to  bloom 
in  our  own  gardens  is  the  most  thrilling  experience  of  the 
whole  gardening  year.  We  hope  that  you,  too,  may  learn 
of  this  pleasure.  If  the  prices  seem  high  remember  that 
these  newer  sorts  are  outstanding  in  quality  end  that  it  is 
a  permanent  inyestment  in  garden  enjoyment  for  the  bulbs 
increase  in  number  each  year.  For  naturalizing  the  stand¬ 
ard  sorts  are  more  suitable.  Our  Mixed  Narcissi  for  Na¬ 
turalizing  are  a  fine  value  for  this  purpose. 

The  growing  of  daffodils  is  indeed  simple  but  the  ob¬ 
servance  of  a  few  simple  rules  will  greatly  increase  the 
quality.  Plant  early  and  feed  the  bulbs  with  bone  meal  or 
preferabh’  a  balanced  plant  food  like  Vigoro.  Do  not  use 
fresh  manure  near  the  bulbs.  Cover  the  top  of  the  bulbs 
about  4  inches  and  in  cold  climates  mulch  well  after  the 
ground  has  frozen.  It  is  not  necessary  to  reset  the  bulbs 
oftener  than  every  third  or  fourth  year.  When  this  is  done 
the  bulbs  should  be  lifted  after  the  tops  have  turned  yel¬ 
low  and  planted  again  in  the  early  fall. 

NARCISSl-DAFFODiLS-JONQUILS-WHlCH? 

Botanically  they  are  all  members  of  the  genus  Narcissus 
but  the  more  usual  good  usage  in  this  country  applies  the 
name  narcissus  to  the  medium  and  short  cupped  types. 
Daffodils  are  the  large  flowers  with  long  trumpets.  Jon¬ 
quils  or  Jonquilla  are  a  special  group  of  narcissi  with  very 
sweet-scented  pure  yellow  flowers  in  a  small  cluster  and 
bright  green  rush-like  foliage.  In  our  list  we  have  fol¬ 
lowed  the  classification  of  the  Royal  Horticultural  Society.

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HINTS  ON  FORCING  BULBS 

The  most  important  thing  in  forcing  bulbs  is  to  see  that 
a  good  root  system  is  established  before  an  attempt  Is 
made  to  bring  them  into  bloom.  This  one  thing  is  the  cause 
of  most  of  the  failures  to  get  good  blooms  from  bulbs.  The 
procedure  for  most  of  the  bulbs — Tulips,  Hyacinths,  Daffo¬ 
dils,  Crocuses  is  the  same.  Pot  up  the  bulbs  in  a  fairly  rich 
soil  making  sure  that  provision  is  made  for  good  drainage. 
The  bulbs  need  be  only  barely  covered.  If  dry,  water 
thoroughly.  Cover  the  pots  with  enough  soil,  sand  or 
ashes  to  keep  them  from  freezing  or  place  in  a  cool  dark 
cellar.  Let  them  remain  until  well  rooted.  This  will  require 
at  least  eight  to  ten  weeks  for  hyacinths  and  the  earliest 
Single  Early  Tulips  and  longer  for  most  of  the  other  things. 
When  well  rooted  bring  into  moderate  heat  but  keep  out 
the  light,  then  when  the  growth  has  made  a  good  start  ex¬ 
pose  to  the  full  light. 

All  of  the  Hyacinths  are  easily  forced.  In  the  Tulips  the 
Single  Earlies  are  earliest,  followed  by  the  Double  Earlies. 
Many  of  the  Darwin  Tulips  do  splendidly  for  March  bloom¬ 
ing  but  they  should  not  be  kept  too  warm.  Golden  Spur  is 
the  earliest  Daffodil  followed  by  King  Alfred. 
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HARDY  LILIES 

These  beautiful  lilies  are  all  of  our  own  raising.  They 
have  two  large  advantages  over  the  imported  bulbs:  the 
bulbs  are  available  for  planting  much  earlier  in  the  fall 
and  the  home-grown  bulbs  arrive  in  a  much  better  con¬ 
dition,  for  lily  bulbs  are  of  a  much  more  perishable  nature 
than  other  bulbs. 

The  varieties  listed  below  are  all  easily  grown.  For  the 
best  results  give  them  a  good  deep  rich  soil  with  shade 
over  their  roots — the  ]\Iadonna  lily  makes  its  own  shade. 
They  need  plenty  of  moisture  with  good  drainage.  A  liberal 
mulch  of  manure  is  beneficial.
